Prior approval by the Ministry of Welfare must be obtained for action 
ynder Article 12 of the Law (special measures by Governor) giving the lgcality 
and conditions of spreading venereal disease, the name and address of hospitals 
or Clinics proposed for health examinations, the object of the examination, the 
moans ef examination and estimation of expense. A report of results of such 
special examinations is to be made to the Minister of Welfare promptly upon its 
gonelusion.
